But Patty just told me something 
about him that’s a little unpleasant 
and I thought I should warn you.

The Simpsons picture what could be wrong with Selma’s 
boyfriend. 


A.) Lisa pictures Aunt Selma walking in with the ELEPHANT 
MAN on her arm. 


B.) Homer pictures Aunt Selma wheeling in a smiling head on 
a tray with tubes coming out of the neck. 


Cc.) Bart pictures Aunt Selma walking in with Homer on her 
arm. 
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BACK TO SCENE te 
PATTY 
I’1l put this as delicately as I can. 
He’s a jailbird. 
MARGE 
Patty, he’s an ex-convict. He’s paid 
his debt to society. 
PATTY 
Then how come you’re not using the 
good silverware? 
MARGE 
I’m just not. 
SFX: DOOR BELL = Seamed 
Marge opens the door. SELMA and her well-dressed DATE 
enter. Her date removes his hat, revealing a large shock of 
red hair. 
SIDESHOW BOB

The GENDARMES lead CESAR and UGOLIN to the wagon. (USE 
FOOTAGE FROM "THE CREPES OF WRATH".) 


BART

BACK TO: 


INT. SIMPSON HOUSE - LIVING ROOM 
SIDESHOW BOB 
(PUZZLED) No, I’ve never been to

TO: 


EXT. SPRINGFIELD ELEMENTARY - TWO MONTHS AGO

(BRANDISHING EMMY) If you were here, 
I’d bash you with this until your 
boutonniere squirted blood! 
A group of GUARDS BURST into the cell and wrestle Bob to 
his bunk, where an injection is used to knock him out. 
Krusty tries to press on. 
KRUSTY 
(CLEARING THROAT) Now, for the 
highlight of the evening... Best 


film-to-video transfer... 
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INT. PRISON - CELLBLOCK Sark 


The guards lead a prisoner down a row of incredibly 
overcrowded cells. They open the door to the broom closet. 
There are three inmates inside. The guards toss the 
prisoner in and lock the door. PAN OVER to six inmates 
sharing Bob’s cell. 
SIDESHOW BOB (V.O.) 
In our over-crowded cell, we became 
little more than beasts. 
SIDESHOW BOB 
Who used my chapstick? 
CELLMATE #1 
I did. Here you go. 
SIDESHOW BOB 
(TIGHTLY) I don’t want it. 
INT. PRISON - LICENSE PLATE FACTORY 
SIDESHOW BOB (V.O.) 
My only joy came with plotting a 
horrible revenge against the boy who 


put me there... 


We see him making plates that read, "DIE BART", “RIP BART", 
“I H8 BART".

TO: 


INT. SIMPSON HOUSE - DINING ROOM - PRESENT 
Bart looks scared. 
BART 
Hey, just so you know, I didn’t catch 
you alone.

through the prison yard, our love 

bloomed despite all obstacles. 
Sideshow Bob and Selma look lovingly at each other, 
separated by bullet-proof glass. Next to them another 
prison COUPLE kiss each other with the glass between then. 


SIDESHOW BOB 


Selma, may I? 
He puckers and leans towards the glass. 
SELMA 


(SHAKES HEAD) Uh-uh. On the cheek. 


She presses her cheek against the glass, contorting it 


bizarrely. Bob kisses it. 


INT. PRISON - THEATRE 
SIDESHOW BOB (V.O.) 


To impress the parole board, I staged 
a prison production of "Evita". 


Sideshow Bob, in a white dress, comes out on a crude 


balcony. 
SIDESHOW BOB 


(SINGING) That’s all I asked for/ 

That’s all I wanted/ I kept my 

promise/ Don’t keep your distance. 
CONVICTS 

(SINGING) Evita, Evita, Evita.

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As the orchestra PLAYS "Everybody Loves Somebody Sometime", 
Sideshow Bob walks out. The audience gives the reunion a 
STANDING OVATION. 


Huh? Whuh? 


KRUSTY (CONT’D) 
(TO CROONER) When you said a surprise 
I thought it was going to be like 
those twins you sent me in Tahoe. 
SIDESHOW BOB 
Krusty, can you every forgive me for 
framing you and putting you in jail? 
KRUSTY 
Hey, if they ever open the books on 
this telethon, I’m right back in 
there. 
They hug. 
INT. SIMPSON HOUSE = LIVING ROOM = CONTINUOUS 
All the Simpsons are teary-eyed except Bart.

Homer SCREAMS and runs out after Bart. 
DISSOLVE TO:

Maggie, the flower girl, leads the procession. She keeps 
dropping out of frame. Homer walks down the aisle with 
Selma, standing in for the father of the bride. He wears a 
silver tuxedo. 


INT. REV. LOVEJOY’S CHURCH - SELMA’S WEDDING - DAY mas 


HOMER 
Selma, we’ve had our differences, but 
on this special day -- 
SELMA 
Keep your hands where I can see ‘em, 
tubbo. 
HOMER 
(MUTTERS TO SELF) 
DISSOLVE TO: 
INT. REV. LOVEJOY’S CHURCH - A LITTLE LATER 
REVEREND LOVEJOY is performing the vows. 
REVEREND LOVEJOY 
Do you Bob, take Selma, to have and 
to hold, in sickness and in health, 
until death do you part? 
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BART’S POV cork 


On this last line, Sideshow Bob turns into the Grim Reaper. 
The skull turns and flashes a big evil grin to Bart. 


SIDESHOW BOB 
I do. 
BACK TO SCENE 
REVEREND LOVEJOY 
Then, by the power vested in me by 
the State of -- 
DISSOLVE TO: 
INT. RECEPTION HALL - LATER 
Pan past Lisa and GRAMPA dancing with Lisa’s feet on top of 
his. Homer is standing next to an hors-d’oeuvres WAITER 
shoveling down wieners and sauce. 
HOMER 
(CHOMPING NOISES) 
Another WAITER passes by with a tray of wieners. 
HOMER (CONT’D) 
Hey, Wiener Boy... Where do you think 
you’re going? 


A second waiter stands next to Homer as he now shovels with 
both hands. Another WAITER approaches. 


OVERHEAD SHOT 


We see Homer surrounded by WAITERS carrying hors-d/oeuvres 
trays. 


BACK TO DANCE FLOOR 


Patty sadly watches Selma in her bridal outfit, dancing 
with Sideshow Bob. 
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PATTY 
(SAD MOAN) I’m the only single girl 


left in the family. 


sels 


She looks over at Homer gobbling down the hors-d’oeuvres. 


PATTY (CONT’D) 


Well, I guess it could be worse. 


Marge, with flowers in her hair, is taping the wedding with 
a video camera. She sees Krusty The Clown eating alone at 
a table in the back. 


MARGE 
Ooch, there’s Krusty the Clown! 
Krusty, say something funny. 

KRUSTY 
(TRAPPED) Uh... uh... there was this 
guy with a twelve inch... eh.. 
Congratulations Bob and Selma! 


At the head table, Sideshow Bob grabs the microphone. 


A smitten 


SIDESHOW BOB 
Dear friends, forty one years ago, 
God took one hundred and sixty-eight 
pounds of clay and he made me a 
woman.

.e- Except for after meals and after 
MacGyver. 

SIDESHOW BOB 
Why Selma dear, you’11l bury us all. 
(LITTLE CHUCKLE) 


In another area of the party Chief Wiggum is eating a piece 
of cake. Bart walks up to hin. 


BART 
Chief Wiggum, I think Sideshow Bob is 
up to no good. 

WIGGUM 
Lighten up, son. If he was going to 
commit a crime, would he have invited 
the No. 1 cop in town? (BEAT) Now, 
where did I put my gun? (THINKS) Oh, 
yeah. I set it down when I got a 
piece of cake... 


We see Wiggum’s gun by the cake. Several kids are are 
getting pieces of cake nearby. 


DISSOLVE TO: 
EXT. RECEPTION HALL - A LITTLE LATER 
Sideshow Bob and Selma get into a car with tin cans tied to 
the bumper and "JUST MARRIED" written on the side. They 
drive off as the guests throw rice and CHEER. 
HOMER 
(SLY) She got him today. He’1l get 


her tonight. 
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Next to Homer, Bart gives a worried look. @ 
DISSOLVE TO: 

INT. CAR - A LITTLE LATER 


Selma is sleeping on Sideshow Bob’s shoulder with a smile 
on her face as Bob drives. 


SIDESHOW BOB 
That’s right dear, enjoy your rest. 
The wedding was very tough on you, 
and the honeymoon is going to be... 
murder. (LONG MANIACAL LAUGH) 
Selma wakes up with a start. 
SELMA 
Huh? Huh? What’s so funny? 
SIDESHOW BOB 
Uh... I just hit a raccoon. 
Selma and Sideshow Bob share a LAUGH as we,

We see a boulder perpetually rolling up and down a ‘U’ 
shaped crevice.

SELMA (CONT’D V.O.) 


... And here’s another breathtaking 


sight -- my brand new hubby. 


Selma PANS over to Sideshow Bob, who is furiously arguing 
with a BELLBOY. 


SIDESHOW BOB 
I wanted a room with a fireplace you 
brainless luggage monkey! Am I 
getting through to that single 
overworked neuron you call a brain? 


He grabs the BELLBOY by the collar and starts shaking him. 
He notices Selma filming him. 


SIDESHOW BOB (CONT’D) 
Oh, Selma dear, I was just chatting 
with my good friend, (READS NAMETAG) 
Dennis. Now, smile for the camera. 
That’s a good lad. 
ON TV 
Selma’s video CUTS to her new, smaller, shabbier roon. 
Sideshow Bob is at a gas fireplace. He turns on the gas 
and lights it, with a FOOF. 
SIDESHOW BOB 
(TO HIMSELF) Ah, fire: scourge of 
Prometheus, toaster of marshmallows, 
(SINISTER) eradicator of deadwood... 
(SEEING CAMERA) Oh Selma dear, you 
and your little camera. What do you 


say we shut it off for a while? 
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SELMA (V.0O.) 
And make love? 
SIDESHOW BOB 
(SIGHS) I suppose so. 
INT. SIMPSON HOUSE - LIVING ROOM ae San IF 
Bart looks pensive. 
BART 
There’s something I don’t like about 
that tape. 
HOMER 
Just thank God they did some editing. 
The Simpsons continue to watch. 
PATTY (V.O.) 
Ding dong. 
Patty enters. 
PATTY (CONT’D) 
I was feeling kind of lonely. Mind 
if I watch Tv with you? 
MARGE 
Go ahead, Patty. 
Patty switches channels. 
ANNOUNCER (V.0.) 
Tonight on MacGyver... 
CLOSE UP - BART 


The word "MacGyver" ECHOES in his mind as we do QUICK CUTS 
closing in on Bart’s eyes, which bulge.

Aunt Selma has one hour to live! 
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Steck! 
INT. SHELBYVILLE HOTEL ROOM - DAY al cot 


Bob BURSTS into the bathroom and starts furiously scrubbing 
himself. 


SELMA (0.S.) 
(MOAN OF PLEASURE) Twice in one 
week. You’re quite a man. 
SIDESHOW BOB 
(MOANS, TO SELF) Even murder has its 
ugly side. 
SELMA (0.S.) 
Bob, would you mind rubbing my feet? 
Bob SHUDDERS, puts on a phony smile and goes back out. 
SIDESHOW BOB 
Darling, you make it sound like a 
chore. 
He exits to the bedroom and gently massages her feet. 
SIDESHOW BOB (CONT’D) 
(LOW) Soon I will kill you. 
SELMA 
What? 
SIDESHOW BOB 
"Son pied sentis beau". French, for 
“Her foot smells lovely". 
SELMA 
Oh. 
SIDESHOW BOB 


(LOW) Prepare to be murdered. 
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SELMA te vw 
What? 
SIDESHOW BOB 
(CHECKING WATCH) Why dear, I do 
believe it’s time for your beloved 
MacGyver. 
Selma’s watch starts BEEPING. 
SELMA 
Hey, you’re right. 
She high-tails it out of the roon. 
DISSOLVE TO: - CAN 
INT. SHELBYVILLE HOTEL SUITE = MAIN ROOM - A LITTLE LATER 


Selma is watching TV. Sideshow Bob leans down OFF SCREEN 
and does something we don’t see. He pops back INTO FRAME. 


SIDESHOW BOB (CONT’D)

WOMAN smiles at hin. 
SIDESHOW BOB 
(TAPPING WEDDING RING) Sorry dear, 
I’m married. (UNDER BREATH) For five 


more seconds.

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After a beat, SFX: EXPLOSION 
A fireball SHOOTS OUT of Sideshow Bob’s window. 
SIDESHOW BOB (CONT’D)

INT. SHELBYVILLE FALLS HOTEL - HALLWAY - NIGHT 


The door is blown off Sideshow Bob’s room. He walks in. 
The room is a charred wreck. 


SIDESHOW BOB

lovely evening (TALK/SINGING) And 
then I went and spoiled it all by 
doing something stupid like explode 
you. 


A charred swivel chair turns around. Bart is sitting on 
it. 


BART 
Sideshow Bob, I’m afraid you’1l be 
singing your next song in Sing-Sing. 
SIDESHOW BOB 
Bart! 
Selma walks up to him. 
SIDESHOW BOB (CONT’D) 
Selma! 
Selma SLAPS him hard. 
SELMA 


I want a separation. 
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My best laid plans have gang aglay! 
BART 
Sorry, Sideshow Bob, but the only 
victims here are the good people at 
Best Western Hotels. Chief Wiggum, 
think you have room in your jail for 
one very clumsy criminal? 
WIGGUM 
Well no, frankly, but that never 
stopped us before. es nell 


The Simpsons enter the room. Eddie and Lou put cuffs on 
Sideshow Bob. 


SIDESHOW BOB 
Bart, I must know. How did you 
untangle my web? 
BART 
It was quite complicated, really. 
DISSOLVE TO: 


We see Bart at home watching the tape of Sideshow Bob 
YELLING at the bellboy. 


BART (CONT’D) 
You seemed so desperate to get that 
fireplace. But why? Then it hit me -

From earlier in the evening, we see Sideshow Bob bend down 
and turn on the gas valve in the fireplace. 
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BART (V.0.) 
Surely anyone would have noticed a 
gas leak -- except for a woman with 
no sense of smell.

We see a happy Selma watching MacGyver. 
BART (CONT’D V.O.) 
Aunt Selma blissfully watched her 
MacGyver, unaware that during the 
hour her room was filling with 
propane. 
INT. SIMPSON HOUSE - AN HOUR EARLIER 
BART (V.O.) 
They only thing standing between her 
and certain death was a plucky young 
boy and his slow-witted father. 
HOMER (V.O.) 
Hey! 
Bart is trying to get Homer to save Selma. 
BART 
Dad, when Aunt Selma lights up her 
cigarette at the end of MacGyver, 
she’1l be blown to kingdom come!

After trying four times to explain it 
to Homer, I explained it to Mom and 
we were on our way. 

INT. HOTEL ROOM - AFTER MACGYVER 


Selma turns off the TV and reaches for a match. The 
Simpsons BURST through the door. 


BART 
Noooo! 


Bart grabs the match just before Selma lights it, as Marge 
hustles her out. 


DISSOLVE TO: 
BACK TO SCENE 
Bart points to Sideshow Bob. 
BART 
(TO COPS) Get him out of my sight. 
SIDESHOW BOB 
But wait! If you saved Selma, why 
did the room explode? 
WIGGUM 
I’ll field that one. Me and the boys 
were all celebrating a job well done 
when I threw my match in the vicinity 
of the crime scene. 
DISSOLVE TO: 
INT. HALL - A LITTLE EARLIER 
We see Chief Wiggum, Eddie, Lou and Homer all smoking big
